Thus in mounting any of the B11 issue of 
Bureau precancels you use a page with 15 
spaces. A page with 15 spaces allows a 
space for every denomination from %4c to 10c, 
including space for both types of the 1%c 
and 4c stamps and the new 8c Stuart Wash- 
ington. Mount your set for any city on a 
page with 15 spaces, plaeing each stamp in 
its proper position according to denomination. 
So soon as a new value is issued for any city, 
place it in the proper place on the page. In 
this manner you have ready a place in your 
album for anything that may appear. The 
coils are handled in the same manner on a 
page with 10 spaces. For the new high values 
lle to 50c order pages with ten spaces which 
will hold the ten varieties.

As the time for the various stamp 
conventions draws near let us repeat 
the earnest request voiced by so 
many collectors who have the best 
interests of the future popularity at 
heart:—Let there be no more imper- 
forate-ungummed issues produced. 


Paul Albertis shows us another odd- 
ity. A red cross stamp printed in 
black and creased before the red 
printing so that the cross is in two 
sections of about equal size. 


Fred Hambrock has shown us a 2c 
Washington rotary press imperforate. 
Although the stamp has very wide 
margins we can only suggest, in the 
absence of a pair or block, that it is 
either a stamp from a booklet pane 
or coil which has been trimmed. Mr. 
Hambrock also has an unusual com- 
bination on No. 447. Namely, a com- 
bined paste-up. line and plate num- 
ber pair. This ought not to happen 
as the coils are usually found with 
the line ten stamps before or after 
the paste-up. 


Mr. H. T. Rowe reports having pl. 
No. 17619 in both 563 and 652 as 
well as pl. No. 17620. We believe 
No. 17617 and 18 also exist in this 
combination. 


Mr. A. A. Sedgley, and others, 
again bring up the subject of dis- 
tinguishing between the 1875 and 
1879 issues. The former is_ hard 
paper, the latter soft. When held 
to the light the hard appears trans- 
luscent while the soft paper is more 
opaque—like thin blotting paper. 





How to tell a flat plate Mothers 
Day from the rotary is another re- 
current question. The design of the 
rotary is about one millimetre longer 
from top to bottom than the flat. The 
rotary is perforated 10%x11 while 
the flat is 11x11, 


Mr. J. R. Hall has given us a ques- 
tion that has puzzled us for sometime. 
We are finally answering it to the 
best of our ability but, if we err in 
any detail, will appreciate being cor- 
rected.

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difference between typographed and 
lithographed stamps and how can you 
tell by looking at them?” A _ typo- 
graphed stamp is one printed from 
type or from a line cut. Usually, 
the only examples of typography in 
stamps of recent issue are sur- 
charges but the early primatives, such 
as the Hawaiian missionary issues are 
also typographed, i. e., set up from 
type. They have a sharp, clean cut 
appearance. Lithographed stamps, on 
the other hand, are printed from a 
stone on which the design has been 
etched out either by acid or by hand. 
We are not sure, and have been un- 
able to verify this, but believe that 
the paper to be printed does not 
come in contact with the stone. The 
design is first transferred to a blanket 
of rubber and then to the paper. In 
any event, lithography usually pro- 
duces a slightly blurred appearance. 
The U. S. has produced no _ litho- 
graphed stamps but the offset print- 
ings (529-63) approach this method 
in production and appearance.

Gilbert M. Burr of Tunkhannock, 
Pa., complains because his Wisconsin 
covers, both regular and air mail 
came to him in the same mail de- 
livery. 

Such a thing is not out of the ordi- 
nary in the case of first day covers 
for it should be understood that many 
of the first day covers may not be 
cancelled at an issuing office until a 
day or maybe two days after the 
actual date yet with the proper first 
day cancellation. Should your regu- 
lars get through on the actual first 
day and the air mails on the second 
or probably third day it would be 
possible that both might be delivered 
to you on the same delivery. In 
these later Parks issues the Postoffice 
Department even announced as re- 
gards some of the stamps that par- 
cels of covers which were postmarked 
on the day of issue of the stamps, 
would be received at the postoffices 


and postmarked first day for you. 
Thus collectors should consider all 
of these facts before complaining 


about the air mail being slow. 

The Elm City Stamp Co., of New 
Haven, Conn., sends a 3c Parks 
Stamp on cover from Washington and 
calls attention to the fact that it has 
not been censored. They also state 
that their covers with 2c Parks 
stamps came without being censored. 
They have the le Parks stamp can- 
celled June 16 instead of July 16 
from Washington. A 3c Parks stamp 
also comes on cover, a neat pair by 
air mail from C. J. Johnson of Min- 
neapolis. This comes from Longmire, 
Wash. A 5c Parks stamp also is at 
hand from Yellowstone, from the Bev- 
erly Hills Cachet Club. 

Marshall H. Barton, Bluefield, W. 
Va., states that the Municipal Air- 
port at Princeton, W. Va., will be 
dedicated September 3.

Mr. R. C. Hankins of Tipton, Iowa, 


submits two first day covers with 
the Mothers Day stamp and com- 
plains of the horrible condition of 


the stamps on the covers. Both come 
from Washington where there should 
be no excuse for copies so poor as 
these being used on first day covers. 
In both instances the stamps show 
the color of the stamp above on the 
tips of the top perforations while 
the bottom perforations cut into the 
design of the stamp so far that the 
lower frame line is entirely missing. 

Certainly a collector is justified in 
objecting to such material. It would 
be no difficult task for anyone who 
had the interests of the buyers of 
these covers at heart to see that 
sheets with such stamps are not 
used. We would not insist on per- 
fect centering but copies such as these 
should never be passed for collectors 
first day covers. If the parties 
handling this work are not in sym- 
pathy with the collector who buys 
these stamps, it is time to get a 
new man on the job.

As a collector, that is, one who is 
not particularly interested in either 
the catalog or market price of phila- 
telic specimens after they have 
been acquired, I’ll lay you a wager, 
Mr. Dealer, that the slogan head- 
ing this idea is merely the fore- 
runner of a depression in _ phila- 
telic circles. So far as I can see, 
there are but two reasons for the 
increasing trend in quoted prices. 
First, the value of the dollar is off in 
international exchange. Second, the 
“Depression” may be about over, or at 
least the stamp market should follow 
the general trend of prices. 

There is no argument at all regard- 
ing the “Dollar.” On the other hand, 
is the “Depression,” so far as the col- 
lection of stamps, as a hobby, a mat- 
ter of general business tendency. 
Note that in ’28 and ’29 we collected, 
not stamps or NRA stickers, but gold 
seals with bits of pink or blue ribbon 
protruding from underneath. The 
“boom” days of stamp collecting grad- 
ually increased starting with that 
notorious day in the latter part of ’29. 
Many of us have been and a few 
still are willing to be employed in 
gainful pursuits. It is said that the 
“Columbian” issue created more stamp 
collectors than any other individual 
philatelic event. That may have been, 
but it may also be an antiquated 
phrase supplanted by the possibility 
that the depression starting in 1929, 
brought about a condition of lack of 
employment for the mind, which 
necessary function of a normally 
active person has been provided for 
by the study of stamps. Thus the 
depression carries the honors in this 
responsibility. 

Now, Mr. Dealer, it is for you to 
determine whether or not you have 
the percentage of new accounts dur- 
ing the past four years to justify this 
theory. If so, then the steadily ad- 
vancing prices will have a tendency to 
“scare off” many collectors as well as

to cause some “dumping” of embryo 
collections which may show a profit, 
for surely those of us who “died” in 
’29 will not beg for another such. 

Many, probably most, collectors 
place a value on their collection 
based on catalog prices, and consider 
it as an investment. I am not greatly 
interested in that, but it is a fact, 
nevertheless. These will be greatly 
pleased with the recent increases. 
Commemorative and air mail issues 
have always had a “stilted” value 
since they are desired more by col- 
lectors because of their beauty and 
interest. These prices, regulated by 
supply and demand, are therefore 
proper. But what will occur when 
and if the push of increasing voca- 
tional demands slow up the interest of 
these new collectors in our avocation. 
Especially, if quoted prices are at 
peak with no purchasers. 

Understand, this is just a collector’s 
viewpoint. I only wish to bring to the 
attention of those responsible for the 
philatelic market, the idea of one who 
is more or less on the outside. In 
other words, is there a possibility that 
a “Philatelic Depression” may only be 
about to start?—“CHIPs.”

WHY KILL THE Perhaps 
GOOSE THAT LAYS the Postof- 
THE GOLDEN EG GS? fice Depart- 
ment thinks 
of the collector who wants first day 
covers, as a “goose”. That being the 
case it would be easy to account for 
many of the things that are blunder- 
ingly done to irritate and aggravate 
the group that is instrumental in help- 
ing run up the $800,000 sale at the 
Philatelic Agency 
Frankly, however, we are of the 
firm opinion that the very large ma- 
jority of all first day covers reach 
collectors in a satisfactory manner. 
We believe that the number of real 
complaints or causes for complaint 
are very small, yet we have seen 
and we do know of several instances 


where there should have been cause 
for complaint on the part of the 


material furnished 
was so poor that even a blind man 
could have picked better copies of 
stamps used on some covers. 

We have seen first day covers 
ruined by copies that were so poorly 
centered that the perforations cut 
the design on one or two sides. 

We have seen other damaged cop- 
ies, badly torn, which make covers 
worthless. We believe that this situ- 
ation can and should be eliminated. 

There are other little things which 
a “Philatelist” as an adviser to the 
Department could help to eliminate as 
undesirable customs and the Depart- 
ment would suffer none for the act. 

We hold that if the business of 


collector for the 


selling first day covers to collectors 
is to be made a business that the 


see so much material that is poor 
that we are inclined to believe that 
the policy of the man who is respon- 
sible for much of it, must be “let 
the buyer beware.” 

We know as well as anyone knows 
that a le stamp on an envelope is 
not liable to a dated cancellation, 
yet the great majority of collectors 
prefer their covers to be envelopes 
rather than cards. Were we direct- 
ing the sale of first day covers we 
would prepare a special cancellation 
mark for use at these events and 
that cancellation mark would act both 
as a cancellation and a cachet, for 
a cachet is only an identifying mark. 
This cancellation would be appropri- 
ate for any first day cover and in 
all cases would contain the date of 
the first day of issue and would be 
applied to all mail that was sent 
whether a single le stamp or other- 
wise, for be it known a collector in 
wanting a le stamp on cover would 
much prefer to have the single lc 


a strip or a pair. 


What the Philatelic Agency or the 
authority in Washington, that handles 
these matters needs most is the advice 
of a competent Philatelist.

New Stamps for Cyprus 


A new issue of postage and revenue 
stamps is in preparation to replace 
the present series, in use since 1924. 

The new issue depicts examples of 
existing local scenes illustrating the 
variety of the appeal of the Colony 
to the traveller no less than to those 
interested in Classical Byzantine, 
Roman, Gothic and Turkish Architec- 
ture. The head of King George has 
been incorporated in the designs of

announced values and designs follow. 

\, piastre, represents the remains 
of the Palace of Vouni at the pinnacle 
of a steep hill, rising over 800 feet 
out of the sea on the west of the 
Island. It was erected in the year 
500 B. C. and excavated in 1928 by 
the Swedish Archaeological Expedi- 
tion. 

Y, piastre, shows the columns of 
the Marble Forum at Salamis, be- 
lieved to be the largest Roman Forum 
of which traces are still extant, mark 
the site of what was once the Capital 
of the Island, a place where St. Paul 
and St. Barnabas, a native of Cyprus, 
landed as recorded in the Acts of 
the Apostles. 

3%, piastre, pictures the Church of 
Peristerina, 17 miles to the West of 
Nicosia. It is one of the best ex- 
amples of the Mediaeval Byzantine 
churches of which there are many 
throughout the Colony. 

1 piastre, the theater at Soli is the 
only above ground reminder of the 
time when Soli, which is a few miles 
from Vouni Palace, was next to Sa- 
lamis the most important city in the 
Island. In 668 B. C., a King of Soli 
was among the ten Cypriot Kings 
who supplied Esarhaddon with mate- 
rials for his palace at Ninevah. 

14%, piastres, showing Kyrenia 
Castle and harbor, constituting one 
of the great attractions of Cyprus to 
visitors, at all times. 

2% piastres, shows the imposing 
tower of Kolossi, 4 miles from Limas- 
sol on the southern coast of the Island. 
This tower was built by the Knights 
of St. John in the 15th Century. 

4Y, piastres, The cathedral of San 
Sophia completed in 1228. It was con- 
verted into a mosque by the Turkish 
conquerors and has been kept in a 
remarkable state of preservation. 

6 piastres, The Bairakdar or Stand- 
ard Bearer Mosque, in Nicosia, was 





built on the ramparts to commemo- 
rate the Standard Bearer of the Turk- 
ish Army who fell at the storming 
of the city in 1571. 

9 piastres, The castle of St. Hilar-. 
ion, one of the most romantic ruins 
in the world. Constructed in the early 
part of the 13th century as a refuge 
for the then Lusignan King against 
the marauding Emperor Frederick II, 
It clings to the top of the mountain, 
2,380 feet above the sea of Kyrenia, 

18 piastres, The Buyuk Khan or 
Great Khan, illustrates the extent to 
which Cyprus is still Oriental. [It 
dates from the Turkish era and is 
of the same pattern as most Oriental 
inns have been from biblical times, 

45 piastres, shows one of the wide 
expanses of forest in the western 
mountains from which the summer 
resorts of the Island derive their at- 
tractions. Good motor roads lead 
almost to the summits and several 
thousands of visitors each year spend 
the hot summer months amidst these 
pinewoods where a perfect climate js 
enjoyed.

If you have been following the 
Buro-Print columns you will note that 
within the past few weeks Norfolk, 
Conn., has issued about four varieties 
of buro-print coils. This is interest- 
ing to the general collector in so much 
as this town has never used any gen- 
eral precancels to date. At least 
there are none listed in the last edi- 
tion of the catalog. 





The last lot of circuit books I re- 
ceived were mailed by Robt. Briggs 
of Athol, Mass. He sent them from 
East Templeton, Mass., with a pair 
of 2c Bi-Cents, a single 6c Bi-Cent, 3 
copies WISCONSIN and a long strip 
of Ye ord. comp. in a type resem- 
bling U-73. The Bi-Cent. cat. says 
U-121 but the letters look too tall 
for that type and besides they look 
like a rubber handstamp product. All 
were normal printed. 





The Auction list sent out by the 
Penn Precancel Club sponsors of the 
Precancel Stamp Society Convention 
were mailed from North Wales, Pa., 
with a 1c Yosemite and a %c ord. 
comp. in U-121. The 1c reads up. 


The Rev. Van Voorhis from Hynd- 
man, Pa., compiler of precancel data 
etc. for the Western Stamp Collector 
sends me a WISCONSIN from the 
home town in U-120 type reading 
across. 








Lawrence Bros. shows me a block 
of four 4c Comp. from Grand Rapids, 
the top horizontal pair being U-15 
the bottom pair U-3. This of course 
is from that repaired plate. The low- 
er row of the U-15 plate became dam- 
aged and a row of the old U-3 plate 
was in some manner fixed in to re- 
place it, making something unique in 
precancels when coming in pairs or 
blocks. A type in three lines be- 
tween double lines the size of U-14 
superceded this broken plate I be- 
lieve. Lawrence Bros. have an auc- 
tion for the 1st of Sept. Haven’t 
seen copy yet.
